BYU  RODEO  CLUB  was  or- 
ganized with  the  first  team,  and 
team  members  are  now  chosen 
from  the  club.

PRACTICING  for  the  spring 
rodeo  circuit  is  a problem  dur- 
ing the  winter  months,  which 
the  fellows  solve  by  rigging  up 
and  riding  barrels  rigged  with 
ropes  to  substitute  for  wild 
broncs.  Land*  for  a practice  are- 
na was  donated  to  the  rodeo 
club  last  year  by  a retired  pro- 
fessional rodeo  rider  who  now 
resides  in  Orem.  Club  members 
pitched  in  and  built  their  own 
arena  in  which  they  now  prac- 
tice during  the  good  weather. 

Events  in  which  the  team 
competes  in  the  intercollegiate 
rodeos  include  bareback  bronc 
riding,  saddle  bronc  riding,  wild 
Brahma-bull  riding,  calf-roping, 
and  steer  wrestling.  Professional 
stock  is  used  and  team  members 
furnish  their  own  saddle  horses. 

BYU  STUDENTS  will  be  able 
to  see  the  team  in  action  in  a 
two-day  rodeo  on  May  18-19 
which  will  be  held  at  the  Pleas- 
ant Grove  Rodeo  Grounds,  and 
which  will  climax  the  western 
geographical  sponsored  “Wes- 
tern Week.”
